Pearson Case Tried 

The case of George H, Pearson and 
Frederick Pearson vs. Charlotte M. P. 
Ward, was called to trial in the sup- 
erior court in Salem this past week. 
Judge Bell of Andover changed courts 
with Judge Raymond for. this case 
as the former has some acquaintance 
with the case through the fact that 
all the parties concerned. are Andover 
people. 

The case is that of George H, Pear- 
son and Frederick Pearson vs. Char- 
lotte M. P. Ward and is a bill in 
equity brought by the petitioners, who 
are brothers and the only heirs at 
law and next of kin of Franklin Pear- 
son of Andover who died October 25, 
1905, to prevent the respondent, who 
is his widoow, from being appoin 
as administratrix of his- estate. 


The ground for this Uaygnal action 


as set forth in the bill of complaint . 
is that on June 27, 1903, she’ separated 
from her husband and entered into 


a written agreement whereby in con- 
sideration of $5500 paid to her, she 
and her husband were to live apart 
and she was to reside outside of Es- 
sex county and accept’ the money in 
full and final séttlement of all claims 
for’ support’ and maintenance and 
never bring any action to secure or 
collect any money or property from 
him or his representatives; and-if he 
should die intestate she should not 
be entitled to receive anything from 
his estate, the same to be distributed 
as if she had died before him. 


In answer Mrs. Ward, or Pearson 
claims that the agreement. was re- 
scinded October 21, 1903 and that 
she and Franklin Pearson lived to- 
ashes from that.date until his death. 

he petitioners however assert that 
at the date named Mr. Pearson was 
not of sound mind and that the agree- 
ment was secured by fraud.

THE BLACK BOTTLE. 


A Legend That Still Lives In New 
York’s Bellevue Hospital. 

The legend of the somber old. pile 
may pass with its destruction, but the 
tradition of the “black bottle” will be 
handed down to curse the new. In 
the minds of the unenlightened this 
fiction of the past has become a fact, 
as firmly believed as the doctrine of a 
religion. The black bottle is the eu- 
thanasia of the useless, the incurable 
or the troublesome. It is in the cus- 
tody of some mysterious person, who 
sits as the judge of life and death. Its 
contents are quietly dropped in the 
victim’s food or drink, and he passes 
on to cumber the earth no longer. 
There is no appeal from the black 
bottle. Its existence is denied by all 
in authority. It does its work silently 
and surely. Horror of horrors! The 
bottle sometimes falls into the hands 
of some spiteful nurse or attendant, 
and then let the trouble maker be- 
ware! Or perhaps the medical schools 
need new material for their dissecting 
rooms. Again the black bottle, and a 
plethora of subjects results. 

A great many years ago the nursing 
in the institution was done by con- 
victs from the penitentiary and by wo- 
men from the workhouse and the jails. 
Tradition says that in those days it 
Was dangerous to be helpless in the 
wards with even the wealth of a few 
dollars. A little opium in the food, a 
pillow pressed down over the face or 
a knee squeezed into the throat, and it 
was all over. The legend of the black 
bottle may .have been the result of 
those days. Another tradition of 
Bellevue is to consider every man al- 
coholic until he is proved innocent. 
This tradition dates from 1735, when 
the hospital was “raised” where the 
city hall now stands, at the expense of 
fifty gallons of rum, paid for by the 
corporation.—Harper’s Weekly.

Revealed by Presid President’s Mes- 
sage on the Case 


IT STIRS SENATOR FROM OHIO 


Private of Company B Makes a Con- 
fession in Which He Gives Names of 
Men Who Were Alleged Leaders in 
Shootup in Texas Town—Foraker 
Takes the Floor + Opposition to 
Government’s Case 


Washington, Dec. 15.—The Browns- 
ville case took on a new and surpris- 
ing phase when the president sent to 
the senate a special message contain- 
ing the confession of a member of 
the dismissed battalion stating that 


the Texas town was shot up by the 
negro soldiers who were discharged; 
that the facts had been suppressed by 
a remarkably successful conspiracy 
of silence, and giving the names of 
the alleged ringleaders in the attack. 
This confession of a private of con\- 
pany B, together with corroborative 
statements, was obtained by one of 
@ large number of detectives whom 
the war department had engaged on 
the work of solving the shooting af- 
fray mystery for the past six months. 

The knowledge that government de- 
tectives had been employed in thirty- 
six states, as admitted, to get infor- 
mation to throw light on the. case, 
created comment in the senate and 
house, which just now is sensitive 
about the use of secret service men. 
Senator Foraker endeavored to take 
the edge off the president’s unexpect- 
ed message by telling the senate that 
men claiming to represent the gov- 
ernment have been badgering, threat- 
ening and otherwise trying to force 
confessions regarding the Brownsville 
affair ever since congress adjourned. 

The Ohio senator got word that the 
president had a Brownsville message 
ready and secured the floor before the 
document could be read. He present- 
ed an amendment to his pending bill 
for the reinstatement of the dismissed 
soldiers, asking for the appointment 
of a board of retired army officers to 
review all the testimony in the case. 

Threats by Detectives 

“I thought we had done all the in- 
vestigating necessary,” said Foraker, 
“but I have been getting a lot of let- 
ters since congress adjourned”—and 
he held up a large package—“written 
by discharged soldiers, informing me 
how men claiming to be representing 
the United States government have 
been trying to force the soldiers to 
make confessions. Of course these 
were not of secret service men be- 
cause they could not be lawfully so 
employed, but these detectives tried 
by persuasion and threats to get the 
men to make confessions to .save 
themselves from prosecution, on the 
plea that others had made similar con- 
fessions.” 

Then Foraker read what purported 
to be a letter to him from a soldier. 
telling at length of the efforts of a 
detective to induce him to tell who 
really shot up Brownsville. Foraker 
showed resentment when it appeared 
that the detective had made special 
efforts to get hold of letters written 
by the senator. 

Senator Foraker returned to the 
charge the moment the clerk had fin- 
ished reading the long detailed report 
of the government detectives, and 
promptly said that the documents 
showed conclusively the propriety and 
wisdom of adopting his amendment. 
One of the worst features of the 
whole episode, he said, was that these 
helpless men had been hounded by se- 
cret. detectives in the manner de- 
scribed. 

Senator Foraker then read a let- 
ter from Boyd Conyers of Monroe, Ia., 
one of the soldier witnesses before the 
committee on military affairs, which 
stated that Conyers had been trailed 
by a negro detective whom Conyers 
had had arrested by the high sheriff 
as soon as he learned the detective 
was in town. 

From evidence in the letter, which 
he read in full, the senator brought 
out that the detective, Lawson, 
“whose high-sounding phrases the 
clerk has just read,” could not read 
or write, and signed his name with a 
cross. The senator contemptuously 
compared this action of the suspected 
negro soldier with the charge of the 
detective that after confessing to him, 
Conyers had tried to commit suicide 
when he learned that the confession 
was made to a detective, 


To Investigate Yankee’s Grounding 

Washington, Dec. 17.—The secre-. 
tary of the navy has ordered a court 
of inquiry to meet at Boston next 
Monday to investigate the grounding 
of cruiser Yankee in Buzzard’s Bay 
last September, with a view to fixing 
the responsibility, if any, of Cem- 
mander Marsh or other officers of the 
vessel for the mishap. 


North Adams’ Election 

North Adams, Mass., Dec. 16.— 
John H. Waterhouse, Republican, 
was the successful candidate for 
mayor in the city election, winning 
by a plurality of 76 over Marshal R. 
Ford, Democrat, the strongest of his 
three rivals. The city remains in the 
license column by the slim majority 
of 25, after a strenuous campaign 
waged by both sides.

FREEDOM OF PRESS MENACED 


Newspaper Welcomes Suit For Libel 
and Pays Respects to President In 
No Uncertain Terme—Doubts Ve- 
pacity of Executive Who Has 

ntaine [Reign of Terror and 
Villified Those Who Opposed Him.” 


New York, Dec. 16.—The World, 
in the course of its answer to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's, references to that 
paper in his special message to con- 
gress, says: 

“Mr. Roosevelt is mistaken. He 
cannot muzzle The World. While no 
amount of billingsgate on his part 
can alter our determinatin to treat 
him with judicial impartiality and 
scrupulous fairness, we repeat what 
we have already said, that the con- 
gress of the United States should 
make a thorough investigation of the 
whole Panama transaction, that the 
full truth may be known to the 
American people. 

“The World fully appreciates the 
compliment paid to it by Mr. Roose- 
velt in making it the subject of a 
special message to the congress of 
the United States. 

“The World likewise appreciates 
the importance and significance of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s statement when he 
declares to congress that the proprie- 
tor of The World should be prose- 
cuted for libel by the governmental 
authorities and that the attorney 
general has under consideraton. the 
form under which the proceedings 
against Mr, Pulitzer shall be 
brought. 

“This is the first time a president 
ever asserted the doctrine of ‘lese 
majeste or proposed, in the absence 
of specific legislation, the criminal 
prosecution by the government. of 
citizens who criticised the conduct of 
the government or the conduct of in- 
dividuals who may have had busi- 
ness dealings with the government. 
Neither the king of Great Britain 
nor the German Emperor would ven- 
ture to arrogate such power to him- 
self. John Adams’ attempt to en- 
force the sedition law destroyed the 
Federalist party in America. Yet 
Mr. Roosevelt, in .the absence of 
law, officially proposes to use all 
the power of the greatest government 
on earth to cripple the freedom of 
the press on the pretext that the 
government itself has been libelled, 
and he is the government. 

“It is true that The World print- 
ed the public reports concerning the 
Panama canal affair whch resulted 
from William Nelson Cromwell’s ap- 
peal to the district attorney’s office 
during the recent campaign to pre- 
vent the publication of a story which 
was said to be in the hapds of the 
Democratic national committee. It 
was Mr. Cromwell’s own action 
which ratsed the issue in the cam- 
paign. 
cuted for libel by the ‘governmental 
of inaccurate statement makes it 
impossible to accept either his judg- 
ment or his conclusions. In his 
message he does not state correctly 
even so simple a matter as the pre- 
tended causes of his grievance. 

“If The World has libelled anybody 
we hope it wil) be punished, but we 
do not intend to be intimidated by 
Mr. Roostevelt’s threats, or by Mr. 
Roosevelt’s denunciation, or by Mr. 
Roosevelt’s power. 

“No other living man ever so gross- 
ly libelled the United States as does 
this president, who besmirches con- 
gress, bulldozes judges, assails the 
integrity of courts, slanders private 
citizens, and who has shown him- 
self the most reckless, unscrupulous 
demagogue whom the American 
people ever trusted with great pow- 
er and authority. 

“We say this not in anger, but in 
sincere sorrow. The World has im- 
measurably more respect for the of- 
fice of president of the United States 
than Theodore Roosevelt has ever 
shown during the years in which he 
has maintained a reign of terror and 
vilified the honor and honesty of 
both public officials and private citi- 
zens who opposed his policies or 
thwarted him in his purposes. 

“So far as The World is concerned 
its proprietor may go to jail, if Mr. 
Roosevelt succeeds, as he threatens; 
but even in jail The World will not 
cease to be a fearless champion of 
free speech, a free press and a free 
people.”

The paper read by Rey. C. H, 
Oliphant of Methuen on “The Col- 
onial Minister” is here published in 
full. 

The Colonial minister was no doubt 
very much like all ministers: a trifle 
better than he believed himself to 
be though not quite as good as his 
people thought him. Intellectually he 
was not tempted in all respects as we 
are. 

The problems he faced were simple. 
His thought-world, though vexed no 
doubt with some contrary currents 
of opinion, was a flat calm compared 
with the cyclonic whirl of modern 


problems. He did not worry over 
the social question. — k 
Foreign immigration, _ interstate 


commerce and the union label were 
not in all his thoughts. When he 


walked abroad there was no danger |'24 dinners 


that he would be knocked down by 
an automobile or smiled upon by a 
psychotherapist. To him all new 
thought was not exactly bad thought, 
yet it might be regarded with grave 
suspicion. 

The divinity which he studied was 
a static divinity, the faith once de- 
livered to the saints was delivered 
to them once for all: a kind of mathe- 
matic of the spirit, gradually elucia- 
ting through the ages, but in ‘itself 
stable as the stars. 

In this every day world of ours he 
was a pilgrim and a stranger. He 
never heard of a bird-glass nor saw 
a moth-hunter. The exceptions prov- 
ed the rule. He never sat with a 
crowd of 40,000 people at a football 
game; never paid two dollars for a 
ticket to anything, He could not tune 
a violin unless it were a big one to 
be held between the knees and played 
in the singers seats. Symphony con- 
certs and phychological novels were 
not for him. Neither was frozen 
pudding, altho with the sublimated 
spirit of molasses he was on more 
friendly terms. than are we his suc- 
cessors. He would not have chosen 
to be a pagan suckled in a creed out- 
worn for the sake of seeing “Neptune 
rising from the sea or to hear old 
Triton blow his weathered horn.” 
“Triton? Nothing.” Triton was a 
heathen! 

He. did not have to undenstand 
Browning, nor decide whether a wood- 
cock could mend its broken leg with- 
out nature-faking, nor was he called 
to swoon in the collective ecstacy 
of a Griggs lecture. y 

The only chamber music to which 
he was accustomed was the creaking | 
of his high posted bedstead and the 
snoring of his wife. What his vi- 
brations lacked in amplitude, how- 
ever, they made up in intensity. 

He was a serious man with few 
interests, but these of momentous 
concern. 

His message was oracular, his man- 
ner grave. In delivery point-blank 
without apology, and of decisive un- 
ction. ; 

‘Couching his orthodoxy » (which 
was cock-sure) in the urbane speech 
of the schools, he shunned not to 
declare the whole consel of God, with 
which he gave his people to under- 
stand he was entirely familiar. 

His eyes were toward a country 
not seen as yet, his thoughts were of 
the time to come, and from his lips 
there dropped not so much of gentle- 
ness and grace as of sound speech | 
and a plan of salvation well triangu- 
lated in reason and indelebly set 
down. His God was “high and lifted 
up,” merciful, but with a mercy strict- 
ly economic. 

Salvation, though free, was so hedg- 


‘ed about as to avoid any crowding at 


Heaven’s gate. ; 

Into the universe as he conceived 
it, no moral disorder, however inad- 
vertent, might enter without setting 
in motion the whole constabulary of 
a jealous God, and requiring a rebal- 
ancing of the Judgment seat. 

With such ideas, he was perforce 
a serious man, by whom the joys of 
life must needs be taken, if at all, 
“on the quiet.” ; 

The sermons of the Colonial min- 
ister in some way gained the reputa- 
tion, on the whole, of being long. 

It is probable they only “seemed 
long.” No record being found of 
any exceeding four hours in the de- 
livery. Sometimes those of extreme 
longevity were broken by a noon re- 
cess during which, in the horse sheds- 
or at the parsonage, a bite) of the 
meat that périsheth contributed to 
the further tolerance of that which 
should endure unto eternal life. 

For an occasional supply of the pul- 
pit as much as 12 shillings was often 
received. : 

Upon settlement over a town parish 
the First General Court of Massachu- 
setts, (1630) set the annual salary

In 1659 the highest salary paid in 
Suffolk County was £100 and the 
lowest £40. 

The minister of Andover Church 
was voted £60, and “when he shall 
have occasion to marry, £10 more.” 

Coin and labor was the currency 
with which such. stipends were us- 
ually met, though “hard cash” viz. 
‘wampum, beaver-skins, and bullets of 

Between the ministers of that day 
lead was (were) available in part, 
there was perhaps as much disparity 
of temperament and gifts as in our 
own. Some were laborious, others 
inclined to take things easy; some 
convivial, others grave; some meek 
and longsuffering, others standing up 
for their professional dignity or their 
rights as men. ‘ 

To John Cotton one young repro- 
bate is said to have whispered after 
a sermon: “Cotton, you’re a fool.” 
“T am, I am,” said Cotton, “The Lord 
make both thee and me wiser than 
we are.” 

Another minister was asked on 
leaving church by two roisterers if he 
had heard the news. “What?” “The 
devil is dead.” “Oh, poor fatherless 
children,” replied the minister, “what 
will become of you?” 

It seems to have been necessary 
for the colonial ministers, as a class, 
now in then to eat in order to keep 
themselves at the point of maximum 
efficiency. At ordinations especially 
lol this propensity gratified to the

Somewhat before this the council 
of the Province of Massachusetts re- 
ferred to a convention of ministers 
sundry complaints of the irregular- 
ities and excesses of ordination feasts. 

Mrs. Earl is authority for the 
statement that when Dr. Cummings 
was ordained over the old South 
Church in Boston (1761) a feast took 
place which’ occasioned much com. 
ment. “There were six tables that 
held, one with another, eighteen per- 
sons each, upon each ‘table a good 
rich plum pudding, a dish of boiled 
pork and fowls and a corned leg of 
pork with sauce proper for it, a 
leg of bacon, a piece of a-la-mode 
beef, a leg of mutton with caper sauce, 
a roast line of veal, a roast turkey, 
a venison pastee, besides chess cakes 
and tarts, cheese and butter... . 
They had the best of old cyder, one 
barrel of Lisbon wine, punch in plenty 
before and after dinner, made of old 
Barbadoes spirit.” 

Among the guests were the Gover- 
nor and the Judges of the Superior 
Court, more than 100 persons in all. 
The cost.of the dinner was £50. But 
the church was rich and fashionable 
and much was given to the poor. 

Sometimes the tables on these oc- 
casions were spread in barns which 
the young people, with no. Christmas 
decorating to do embellished with 
ground pine and daisies, meeting to- 
gether for the purpose beforehand 
and getting their pay as they went 


Once in the town of Lynn, the 
barnyard fowls, dispossessed, and 
with darkness coming on asserted 
themselves and disconcerted the min- 
isters by flying back and roosting on 
the rafters overhead. One young:di- 
vine, a better shot than the rest, dis- 
turbed by their presence, plucked an 
apple from the dish and aiming at a 
rooster nearest to his zenith point 
brought him fluttering down with a 
broken leg. He fell in the gravy; the 
gravy spattered the clothing of the 
company, the third commandment 
stood in imminent danger for a mo- 
ment but escaped inviolate. 

The Colonia] minister, pictured in 
imagination in the severe simplicity 
of his official life, was nevertheless 
a man of such infinite variety that 
the demands of the people among 
whom he lived and labored for a 
leader in all the affairs of life were 
not disappointed. 

He could mow a field, mend a har- 
ness, milk a cow, draw up a deed, 
speak in town meeting so as to mod- 
erate the passions of opposing fac- 
tions.and steady the cart upon which 
the ark of the commonwealth was 
rocking along down the years, al- 
ways in imminent peril, always di- 
vinely safe under the providence and 
purpose of Him whose decrees he 
declared with authority, whose peace 
he whispered in the ear of the dying, 
whose ways with men he vindicated 
with learning, whose discipline he 
bore with patience. 

His blood runs today; it has ever 
run in the veins of the men who have 
been called to seats of authority in 
State and Nation, who have led arm- 
ies, and sat before Kings. 

To these pastors and teachers with 
their simple and serene virtue the 
cause of human learning in America 
owes more than to all other classes 
combined; of them our Universities 
and colleges no less than our churches 
are the durable monuments. 

If, in this new day of diverse and 
exciting novilties and engagements, 
there is one interest more needful, 
more universal than all the rest, it 
is the interest for which the Colonial 
minister stood, as, with measured 
voice, he pronounced without fear a 
méssage without fault; God, freedom, 
light, and Life Eternal! ; ;

Editor of the Townsman: 

Dear Sir. In my last week's letter 
I mentioned that “Curling Stones” 
were on the Dingley bill free list. 
I. wonder how. many of your. readers. 
ever saw a Curling stone. I have been 
asked if it was not Curling tongs that 
was meant, ¢ 

The Royal and ancient game of 
Curling is the Scottish national win- 
ter game, requiring level strong ice. 
The stones used are shaped just like 
a big tea-kettle without a spout. They 
weigh from 36 to 42 pounds each and 
are cut from fine close grained granite 
or hard stone of any kind, The finish 
and kind of handle put in the stone 
is as. varied as the players of the 
game. I paid $35 for the pair of 
curling stones I used and not to be 
egotistical I may mention that I more 
than once held the silver medal for 
my parish as the best curler. These 
stonés are made in Canada and in r 
Scotland and cost any price from $10 
a pair, up to $100. They can be made 
easily in this country and instead of 
being on the free list should cost the 
importer thereof 100 per cent duty. 

It is strange how the national game 
of the country moulds the kind of 
people raised therein. Scotland is 
a more democratic country than 
either Ireland or England; the parson 
and the squire stand aloof’ from the 
village blacksmith and the tiller of 
the soil in England and Ireland while 
in Scotland the laird and the parish 
minister are keen curlers and one 
man is just as good as the other on the 
ice. Just as I write these lines I have 
a letter from Canada telling me that 
they had elected their parish clergy- 
man as skip (captain) of their curl- 
ing. club in the village. 

wo years ago about 50 curlers 

from Scotland came over to Canada 
and played a series of games. This 
year 50 Canadians are to’ go over to 
try the skill of their old friends in 
Scotland. One man gives $1000 to 
help to pay the expenses of this trip. 
So there are more fools in this world 
than the 20,000 who go to see the 
Yale-Harvard football game.

FOR THE HOUSEWIFE 


To Make Scouring Balls. 

Not every housekeeper knows how 
to prepare scouring balls. The follow- 
ing is a good method: Mix fuller’s 
earth and strong suds of white castile 
soap to a stiff paste, then work this 


into balls about the size of hens’ eggs’ 


and allow them to dry. 

To use, first remove all surface dirt 
with a brush after shaking and sponge 
the soiled places lightly with tepid wa- 
ter. 

Then rub gently, but very thorough- 
ly, with one of these balls. The gar- 
ment should be hung in a dry place for 
a day or so, then the dry earth brush- 
ed off. After this it is ready for press- 
ing. 

Another way of making these balls 
is to use five ounces of pipeclay, three 
ounces of powdered French chalk and 
three ounces of alcohol. This paste 
should be molded into small balls and 
set aside to dry.

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Placed Under Arrest on Charge 
of Being a Defaulter 


SHORTAGE OF ABOUT $85,000 


Accused Man Said to Have Confessed 
to Wrongful Use of Money of First 
National Bank of Somersworth 
For Last Six Years—Same Bank 
Was Robbed In 1897 and Its Cash- 
ler Murdered 


Somersworth, N. H., Dec. 17.—The 
doors of the First National bank of 
this city were closed following the 
discovery of a shortage placed at 
$85,000, and Fred M. Varney, the 
cashier of the bank, was arrested on 
a charge of being a defaulter. 

The trouble’ was discovered by 
National Bank Examiner Bean in the 
course of a periodical examination of 
the accounts. of.the institution. Var- 
ney was arrested by United States 
Marshal Nute, acting under the direc- 
tion of United States District Attorney 
T. W. Hoyt of Nashua, both officials 
having been summoned here by Ex- 
aminer Bean. 

After his arrest, according to a 
statement made by W. 8. Tebbetts, 
president of the bank, Varney made a 
confession, admitting that he had 
taken a large sum from the bank, 
which had been lost in speculation. He 
said also that he alone was responsible 
for the defalcation, which had been 
accumulating for the last six years. 

Varney was given a hearing before 
Commissioner Hodgman of Concord, 
who had come here for the purpose. 
He pleaded not guilty and furnished 
bail of $10,000 for his appearance be- 
fore the United States district court 
at Portsmouth in March. His bonds- 
men were John T. W. Ham of Dover 
and John E. Willis of Somersworth. 

In reporting the trouble to the 
comptroller of the currency, Examiner 
Bean said that the defalcation 
amounted to $85,000, but that, in his 
opinion, the bank was solvent. He 
stated also that the directors had said 
that they were unable to make up the 
impairment and had requested that 
the examiner take charge with a view 
to liquidating the affairs of the institu- 
tion. Late yesterday Bean was ap- 
pointed temporary receiver by the 
comptroller. 

Varney is 39 years old. He ig mar- 
ried and has one child, a son of 10 
years. He has been a resident of 
Somersworth for eleven years and 
was one of the prominent young men 
of the city. He was a member of many 
fraternal organizations and had 
served the city two years as city 
treasurer. 

Varney did not live ostentatiously. 
He received a salary of $2,500 from 
the bank, out of which he wag re- 
quired ‘to pay two assistants. It was 
known to his friends that he was 
deeply interested in the stock mar- 
ket, but it is said that there was noth- 
ing to show that he was involved be- 
yond his means in any transactions. 

Eleven years ago last April John E. 
Stickney, the then cashier, was mur- 
dered in the bank by Joseph Kelly, 
who stole nearly $40,000 and then 
made good his escape. He was cap- 
tured several days later in Montreal 
and is at present serving a life sent- 
ence in Concord. The First National 
suspended for a few days, but finally 
resumed, with Fred. M. Varney oc- 
cupying Stickney’s position. 


Woman and Dauchter Perish 

Brunswick, Vt., Dec. 14.—Mrs. 
Laura Smith, housekeeper for James 
Gilkey. a wealthy farmer here, and 
her 2-year-old daughter, were 
burned to death early Sunday in a fire 
that destroyed Gilkey’s farm buildings 
on the North Stratford road. Gllkey 
himself escaped in his nightclothes. 
The monetary loss is about $6000. 
It is not known how the fire originat- 
ed.

Washington, Dec. 13.—The house, 
unanimously and without debate,

COLLAPSED NEAR GOAL 


Dorando Peters Out and Lengboat 
Finishes Marathon Alone 

New York, Dec. 16.—As oz that 
Memorable occasion c’ his first 
Olympiad, Dorando Pie..i collapsed 
within sight of the goal last night 
and Tom Longboat, the Indian run- 
ner, who had been led by a yard or 
more nearly all the way, won the 
Marathon race at Madison Square 
Garden. 

The race was hard-fought from 
start to finish and kept the thous- 
ands of spectators in wild ex- 
citement. At twenty-five miles Do- 
rando was leading by two yards. A 
moment before Longboat had made a 
remarkable spurt and put himself on 
an even footing with the little Ital- 
lan. 

Dorar.do immediately regained first 
position and the men were fighting it 
out in the twenty-sixth mile, with 
Dorando in the lead but visibly weak- 
er. The chances of Longboat ap- 
peared to improve in the second and 
third laps. 

In the fourth lap, while the crowd 
was crying itself hoarse, both men 


slackened perceptibly. Then sud- 
denly Dorando staggered and 
dropped. 

Longboat finished alone. His 


time for the distance of 26 miles 385 
yards was 2:45:05. 


PHYSICAL TESTS GRDERED 


Long Rides and Walks For Officers 
of the Marine Corps 

Washington, Dec. 17.—Physical 
tests for marine corps officers are 
prescribed in an executive order just 
issued. They are to be made once 
in every two years. In some respects 
these tests are similar to those which 
army officers have to undergo. 

Field officers will be required to 
take a riding test of ninety miles, to 
be covered in three days, and line 
officers of the grade of captain or 
lieutenant will have to walk fifty miles 
in three days actual marching time, 
including rests, to be twenty hours. 


MONEY WITHHELD 
FROM MRS. COOKE 


Her Grandmother Fears That 
Husband Would Benefit 


Hempsted, L. I., Dec. 17.—An at- 
tempt was made here in behalf of 
Floretta Whaley, who, three years ago, 
eloped with Jere K. Cooks, former 
pastor of St. George’s Episcopal 
church, to obtain from her grand- 
mother a legacy of $5,000 left her by 
her father. 

W. Emerson, a lawyer of Hartford, 
visited Mrs. Whaley and made known 
that he had been retained to obtain 
the legacy in question. But he was 
informed that under the will of Miss 
Whaley’s father the $5,000 could revert 
to her only upon the death: of her 
grandmother, to whom the will gave 
free use of the money during her life- 
time. 

Mrs. Whaley protested that she 
stood ready to welcome her grand- 
daughter and her two children, but 
she emphatically refused to give her 
financial assistance, on the ground 
that by doing so she might be helping 
Cooke.
